Ings pending at the time of enac

SUFFRAGE FOR WOMEN 


MINORITY MOVEMENT 


[BT ASSOCIATED rHCSS.1 


•Washington, Deo. 7.—In her keynote 
address opening today the national 
anti-suffrage convention, Mrs. ArUmr 
M Dodge of New York, president of 
the national association opposed to 
women suffrage, said: 
• • 
"In protesting against the imposi- 
tion of political duties on'women, we 
know wo voice the majority of women 
of the United States. After sixty-five 
years of organized efforts, women suf- 
frage is a minority movement. 
We 
believe that woman has more D°wer 
in uplifting civilization 
through the 
home than man has through his votes. 
"The conservative suffragists have 
never been able to control "the organ- 
ized emotion and radicalism ii< their 
ranks. Under our form of government 
there is great danger that such an .ele- 
ment might cripple .wise legislation. 


' "I should' like to repeat what we 
call our creed: 'We 
anti-suffragists 
stand for the conservation of the best 
of American womanhood,,-in'all. con- 
ditions and stations, of life for the 
preservation -of the home, for ,thei De- 
tention of the best ideals of preceding 
genera/Ions adapted to the advantages 
and opportunities given to .them under 
modern conditions. We believe>that 
women, according to their'leisure, op- 
portunity and experience, .should take 
part increasingly in civics and muni- 
cipal affairs as they have always, done 
In charitable, philanthropic and edu- 
cational activities,, and we-believe this 
can be done best by women without 
the ballot as a .nonpartisan body, of 
disinterested workers."

for

What shall we do with the ton- 
sils? Cut them out or slice them off? 
Do a tonslllectamy or » tonslHotomy? 
Unless it be that the lymphoid or 
round cell tissue which composes 
healthy tonsils is functionally active 
in warding off Infections which nat- 
urally enter tie system through the 
throat, we know of no function for 
these 
structures. 
Certainly 
their 
complete removal never in any way 
injures the individual, and commonly 
brings about great betterment in gen- 
eral health, saying nothing about al- 
leged "rheumatism" and other focal 
Infections caused by diseased tonsils. 
Perhaps the throat specialists are a 
trifle too pessimistic about the ton- 
sils. Unconditionally enucleation isn't 
scientific, anj more than any other 
absolute surgical dogma. There are 
certainly many enlarged tonsils which 
do not demand removal. The throat

the new federal aid law. Speaking 
of the latter Mr. Hazelwood said: 
"Tne federal aid law a* passed br 
congress and approved by the presi- 
dent, is by far the moet practical 
piece of highway legislation, that has 
ever been considered by the. United 
States. It 1» reasonably free 
from 
jackpot and pork barrel features 
in 
that Jt proves a fair system, of distri- 
bution and for the construction of ade- 
quate type of roads 
under efficient 
supervision. No state can take ad- 
vantage of the provisions of the fed- 
eral aid law unless the 
legislatures 
consider the 
matter and pass laws i 
•enabling the states to provide the nic- 
essary funds to pay for their share. 
The legislatures of th« eeveral states 
have a large responsibility on hand to 
work out a practical method of aro- 
cedure to spend the federal aid money, 
together with state and county money, 
•o that the best results may be ob- 
tained. 
"Tlie federal government 
it- Insist- 
ing that the several atatei present a 
complete five year program showing 
where the federal money Is to be ex- 
pended. 
The government will ln»i*t 
on the money being: spent only on the 
trunk line highways of the 
several 
states. These highways must connect 
wherever possible with-highways In ad- 
joining states, and go from some- 
where to somewhere. No part of the 
federal aid will be available to any 
state which has not an organized high- 
way department through which nego- 
tiations for securing the money and 
control of the actual- building of the 
Improvement can be conducted, in 
the selection of the roads to be Im- 
proved the federal government is go- 
ing to exercise protection 
against 
yielding to local interests. Long dis- 
tant routes will be those ever in mind1 
when the matter is under considera- 
tion by federal officials. 
"The most feasible plan will be to 
operate the expenditure of the federal- 
aid money through th\ state and fed- 
eral officials working'together. The 
state is the smallest unit- that should 
be allowed to help In determining a 
policy of the expenditures, for road 
improvement and maintenance of nny 
.of this federal money. It will be ad- 
visable to keep the. federal aid work 
entirety separate from the 
present 
wort'that is being done under the 
state and county aid policy.
